Oats Burning Yarns Rapped 


As Stage-Managed' Cases 


Of Dying' Republicans 


. There have been many efforts put forth by 
eminent Republicans of the Old Guard to re­ 
capture public faith and confidence in the 
party under their b en ig n control. 
For in­ 
stance, despite the decision of the High Com­ 
mand in session in Washington September 
25 to "say nothing at all” about the AAA 
“until the convention meets next year,” Na­ 
tional Chairman Henry P. Fletcher issued 
this statement to the press on October I: 


“Reports from various sections of the 
We«t show that under orders from AAA of­ 
ficials, farmers are being compelled to set 
fire to harvested crops, such as wheat and 
oats, and burn hundreds of bushels because 
the amount they have raised and harvested 
is in excess of the amount stipulated in their 
contracts with the AAA.” 


This yam was immediately exposed, by 
farm and grain publications as well as by the 
AAA. ' It related to two isolated and “stage 
managed’' cases. 
A share-tenant in Reno 
County, Kansas, had been notified by the lo­ 
cal board of farmers that it would be no vio­ 
lation of his contract to cut his excess oats 
as hay. Later he reported to the committee 
that he had given the ripened grain to the lo­ 
cal relief authorities. Instead, a Hutchinson 
I II newspaper photographer was conveyed to 
the farm by a representative of its absentee 
t 
ownership, the camera was placed snugly 
close to accentuate the crime and the stack 
i 
was ignited in furtherance of the plan to 
regain the respect of the electorate. It was 
done "boldly and sympathetically.” 


The other case was that of a farmer near 
Sarcoxie, Missouri. Reports to the grain di­ 
rector showed that the local farmers' com­ 
mittee had this man’s promise to cut his ex­ 
cess wheat and use it as cattle feed. 
But 
he claims he couldn’t get around to it. The 
wheat ripened; he cut it and “somebody else” 
went out and took a picture of what the 
farmer asserted was a mighty small blaze. 


The several thousand local farmers’ com­ 
mittees in charge of the adjustment pro­ 
grams—all administered locally—report that 
| I they have never ordered or sanctioned the 
burning of surplus commodities. So the cx- 
- i treme rarity of such cases as the Republican 
I 
National Committee chairman reported to 
the press—as having been ordered by AAA 
officials—is in very striking contrast to the 
tragic situation before the farmers organiz­ 
ed their adjustment administration. 
Under 
Mr. Hoover’s administration, the govern­ 
ment agencies frankly recognized the situa­ 
tion was so desperate that penniless farm­ 
ers, unable to buy coal in winter, should bum 
surplus harvested grain in their stoves. 
Studies conducted by the University of 
Nebraska showed that shelled corn at 16 
cents a bushel was more economical fuel than 
coal at $10 a ton. Similar reports were is­ 
sued by the University of Illinois, Minnesota 
and other states. 
With corn selling at 12 


I ; cents a bushel, it was realized that farmers 
were justified in burning it to keep their 
families warm instead of letting it rot. 


Chairman Fletcher will discover that hard 
experience has taught the fumers to get 
away from the disasters of 1952. 
He will 
have to devise some other method of “re­ 
storing faith in the Republican Party.”

A STATEMENT OF FACTS 


Concerning Sunday Movies 


T 


HERE has been considerable opposition voiced in recent weeks 


against the showing of moving pictures on Sunday. We feel 


that a fair and impartial statement of the FACTS should be pre- 


sented to the voters at this time so that they, themselves, can deter­ 


mine the merits of this question. 


1 
Sunday movies will benefit all of Gettysburg financially. They 


will attract hundreds of people from out of town and in addition 
Sunday Movies will encourage hundreds of other tourists to remain 
in Gettysburg over the week-end thus benefiting restaurants, fill­ 
ing stations, lodging houses, hotels, garages, and, in fact, every 
business in our community.

No theatre worker in Gettysburg will ever work sev­ 
en days a week. 


No harm will be done to religious worship because shows can­ 


not begin before two o’clock in the afternoon. We do not propose to 
interfere with any religious service. 
We are interested in the wel­ 
fare of the churches. They have always achieved beneficial accom­ 
plishments.

-1 The opponents of Sunday movies attempt to give the impres­ 


sion that no one can be a religious person and attend a Sunday mo­ 
vie, because that is a violation of the Sabbath. 
If that is true then 
every person who plays golf on Sunday is irreligious. 
Everyone 
who drives an automobile, or engages in any gainful enterprise, 
other than the serving of food, is a violator of the old Blue Laws 
and by the same reasoning an evil person. 


J5 When the case is stated this way, and one sees millions of 


Americans enjoying sports and other diversions on Sunday with­ 
out moral damage to themselves or to others, one can also see that 
there is something that doesn’t ring true to the argument that Sun­ 
day movies are irreligious. 


( f If Sunday movies are evil shall we condemn those great re­ 


ligious people of New York, Chicago, Baltimore, Cleveland, De­ 
troit, our own national capital city of Washington, and countless 
hundreds of other cities, as EVIL? There is no evidence that these 
communities are in grave moral danger! 


7 The opponents of Sunday movies believe that religion needs a 
policeman to keep people in order. They hesitate to rely solely upon 
the strength and beauty of religion to keep people straight. 
They 
believe people cannot be trusted to select their own relaxation and 
amusement. We believe and have the utmost confidence in the con­ 
servative, impartial judgment of the good people of (Gettysburg be­ 
cause we know that no Sunday movie will interfere iii their re­ 
ligious duties.
